yet been found. The question ia still in 
the experimental stage, and I do not think 
the lime has conie when a railway com- 
pany can be charged with great negligence 
for using or failing to use any particular 
device which is jet m practical operation 
on any electric railway."

How often 
do we hear a flurrying woman say: "I 
haven't'tkne to sest. I've so much to do." 
Hurry and worry aro physical sins. When 
yeu feel most harried or worried, then is 
the time to relax. 


What is relaxation? Simply doing noth- 


ing. 
Give up. Let go. Surrender the 


nerve forces. Here is the first step toward 
learning how to rclas: With your arms 
banging at the sides, forcibly agitate the 
hands until they feel heavy, like dead 
weights. Shake them forward and back- 
ward, laterally and in circle0,, froiriuacl to- 
ward each other. Shake all the stiffness 
out of these direct agents of the mind, that 
by their restlessness and t^u^loii report 
mental strain. By continued practice of 
this simple exercise you will soon become 
able to witdraw nerve force from them at 
your will. 


Mnsic Affects the Circulation. 


The results ef numerous experiments 


made twith scientific care by a Prussian 
physician to determine what, if any, are 
the physiologfcafeffectsproducod by music 
are thus-summarized: An influence on the 
circulation c/" blood is noticed, the pressure 
sometimes rising and sometimes falling, 
though t'je action of musical tones and 
pipes both on animals and men expresses 
itself, for the most part, by increased fre- 
quency of the beats of tiie heart; the varia- 
tions ia the circulation consequent upon 
musical sounds coincide with changes in 
the breathing, though they may also bs ob- 
served quite independently of it; the varia- 
tions in tue blood pressure are dependent 
on the pitci andlon-lnessof the sound and 
on tone color. In these variations of the 
blood pressure, also the peculiarities of tne 
individuals, whether men or lower ani- 
mals, ore plainly apparent, and even na- 
tionality, in the case of man, is claimed to 
exhibit some effect.

empire is, as is geawa^y ackjjuwledged, 
veiy prijsitiTO. Its defects a*u due In a 
large degree to th&i^teatneas of the dis- 
tances as well as to tiie comparative 
scarcity of proper raftwaycosneetiouB. We 
hove cities which geographically are 
hardly 250 aiiles-apftrt^yet forfoatai pur- 
poses arc separated as Kiev and our be- 
loved Toulon. Carious- stories raigbt bo 
told of the eoraespoj*teow between two 
such cities. A friend of ours ia Kia.v ex- 
changes business latters constantly with 
several persons ia the aeigbborhood of 
Rovno. The dfctaoee-from Kiev to Rovno 
is about 240- nsQes, ,ani the persons in 
question live-about! fomrnYfies-from the lat- 
ter city. The coneaponde«ce'between our 
friend and/his acquaiiiteuces near Hovno 
can be wtxied. OK only Teg means of regis- 
tered letters, as Bo-uaBegfefesred mall mat- 
ter ever reaches its destiBufion, whether 
sent from tae«ne dtsy op-tsae-other. If not 
registered, le«tars>snnply disappear without 
leaving a trace that might lead to their 
recovery. For year^tSus sort of thing has 
been the rate hereabouts. 
Our friend has 


his letters i«idy at 5 o'clock p. m., at 
which hour tho main postoffice in Kiev 
has been closed for-$he day. Ho is obliged 
therefore, to -mail them at the main tele- 
graph office. Thhwjfftee is -wont to deliver 
registered letters only twice daily, at noon 
and -i o'clock, to-the main postofnee,ihocgh 
these hours do not correspond with the 
time of departure of the mail trains, but 
arechosen'arbitearily'perbaps beeauoethe 
relief of deartog-up the office-has a more 
beneficial effect on thedigestlon of the civ- 
il servants just before luncheon and din- 
ner. Now, after our friend has got a reg- 
i&lered letter into the main postoffice by 
this roundabout way the sequence of events 
is as follows: 


The letter is sent t« th& main telegraph 


office«at 5 o'clock on Monday, say. On 
Tuesday at noon the letter goes to the main 
postoffice. 
At 9 o'clock on Wednesday it 


is sent away on fche mail train of the South 
west railway, and it arrives in Eovno at 
midnight. At Hovno the postal force is so 
inadequate to the amount of work falling 
to its lot that the Kiev mail cannot be 
sorted before Thursday. At 1 o'clock on 
Friday afternoon a notice is sent to tb 
village some four miles off that a regis 
tered letter from Kiev is at the Rovno post 
office. The village authorities do not make 
haste, and the person addressed consequent- 
ly does not get the notice before 5 o'ctocl 
on Saturday afternoon. As on Sundays 
there is no delivery from the Rovno post 
office he must wait until Monday to-get 
the letter of which he has received notice 
That makes one week the time requirec 
for the carriage and delivery of a letter be 
tween cities 240 miles apart. In the sam 
period the writer could tzavel easily from 
Kiev to Touloa, cheer for Prance severa 
times in front of the town hall and then 
start for home soon enough to eat severa 
meals before he could possibly get an ar 
swcr from his correspondent in Rovno. 1 
he wished, he could even visit Paris an 
take a drive through the city and arrive a 
home several hours in advance of his cor 
respondent's letter.—Nowoje Wrenja.

Whole jnenRgsries are turned out, too, 


by the basket makers' nimble fingers. The 
elephants and caaelopaj'ds ki which Iniro 
Kiralfy's soul delights aro born there, i 
sections, then fastened toother and cover- 
ed first with canvas and afterward with 
glory. In the recesses of the dark subcel- 
lar, where, in sulphur vapors, the willows 
are put to bleach out to snow whiteness, 
there linger yet a few dust covered ani- 
mals and parts of animals which never gel 
sick, never need feeding and never how! 
for light or air or food. 


"Now, abroad," said the basket man, 


"there are whole communities -where 
men, women and childwin do nothing but 
make baskuts their whole lives long. Last 
year, the statistics show, there were im- 
ported into the United States, from France, 
German?, Belgium and England princi- 
pally, ^367,658 worth of manufactured 
bahkets, and $65,8W worth of willows.

Those are 
found best in France. The foreign willows 
are so ill assorted, too, that there is about 
5 per cent loss on them. The rattans which 
are used for the uprights, or framework 
of the basket, are brought all the way from 
the East Indies as dunnage in the dig 
ehips." 


"Andwhat of tho basket makers'" 
''Oh, foreigners—all foreigners. I actu- 


ally don't know more than three basket 
makers who are native born Americans. 
They don't seem to take-to it somehow. 
It's a trade that pays well, too, and a good 
man gets about ?20 a Tceek, and a good 
piece man can run up as1 much as that. I 
used to have men of the eiratio sort who 
would como to work Thursday aad earn 
that much before- the-week's end. There 
are not more than 200 basket makers 
around New York now." 


'•What figure-does the Indian work cut ?" 
"Virtually none of late. There used to 


be considerable sale for Indian work about 
holiday time, but the antline dyes th«y 
used faded quickly, and their baskets, 
which are all niiffla of the lightest sort of 
splints, became unpopular. The scope of 
the basket business is growing every year. 
There is great, demand for fancy work, es- 
pecially with celluloid strips plaited in to 
relieve tho silver and gohband colors with 
which we wash the willow work. 


"Here are soinp things mtu3p to order 


for gifts. This basl-sfrfor silver is a gem 
for looks, and it will outlive any family. 
The trade in trunks is getting to be great. 
A basket trunk, covered with sole leather, 
is one thing that a bawigge smasher can't 
phase at all. 
In Europe they are popular 


because they are ugbt. All the luggage 
there is carried:by weight." 


"Are there any gypsy basket makers?" 
"No, but the gypsies are great users of 


baskets. And I suppose it is because they 
have been so-mu'-h abroad they know good 
work better than any other customers. 
Thoy will have now; but the best and are 
willing to pay any kind of prices provided 
they get just what they -want."—New 
York World.

put in with a pointed stick at tho rate of 
12,000 to tho acre. Tho first crop matures 
in about 18 months, and when three crops 
aro secured, in as many years, the fields 
are abandoned for this culture, the surface 
again cleared and planted in tomatoes. 
Sweet potatoes also grow to perfection, 
and, as I was assured by a gentleman of 
experience, are frequently quarried from 
these fields of coral rock with a crowbar. I 
was much interested in tho pineapple in- 
dustry, as the leaves of the pineapple con- 
tain a beautiful soft white flbcr, which I 
havo no doubt might be utilized.—Bcrib- 
ner's.

With a densely block 


evening sky the light may bo so thrown 
through properly adjusted louses that a 
magic lantern eilect ou on extensive scale 
may be produced. Letters 100 feet long 
are cut in stencil fashion from sheets of 
tin or iron aud projected upon dark clouds 
or upon the blackness of night. As already 
arranged these lights may bo seen for more 
than 100 miles. It is thought that in time 
lights of such power may bo operated that 
ships at sea may be guided for great dis- 
tances. It will unquestionably bo one of 
the possibilities of tho not very for distant 
future to communicate information to a 
wide area by menus of letters projected 
upon the clouds.—New York Ledger.

Tho American railways differ from those 


of England In three essential particulars, 
and thoso differences are so fundamental 
that English railroad mailugcrs aud engi- 
neers have always contended that tho 
methods and arrangements peculiar to tho 
United States cannot be applied to tho gen- 
erally greatly different circumstances of a 
country like England. Tho moat radical 
difference Is tlmt which occurs In tho av- 
erage length of haul—a difference which 
la a function of the geographical condi- 
tion of tho two countries.

BILL FOK MUNICIPAL ELECTRIC 


CONDUITS REJECTED. 


Substitute Bill Providing for Constitu- 


tional Amendment Embodying the Ref- 
erendum Principle. 


BOSTON", JIuv 5.—The house engrossed 


the senate'byi to authorize the Maiden, 
Mdrose and Stoneham Street Railway 
company to locate and construct its rail- 
way in tku cities of Medford and Somcr 
ville. 


The house on Thursday afternoon re- 


jected the bill for the construction by 
municipalities o£ underground conduits 
for tho carrying of electrical wires, by a 
vote of 61 to 73. Mr. Myers yesterday moved 
a reconsideration of the vote, and that his 
motion to reconsider be postponed for one 
week, and in the meantime, if it is de- 
sired, the bill wil] be amended so that it 
will exempt towns. Tlic question was de- 
b.ited at length, and the house—79 to 44— 
refused to reconsider. 


The house discussed at length a pro- 


posed amendment to the constitution pro- 
viding that tho general court shall have 
power to refer tbe adoption or rejection of 
any proposed law to a vote of the qualified 
voters of the commonwealth, or that por- 
tion of the commonwealth to be directly 
affected thereby. 


A substitute was offered by Mr. Atvvood 


ffiving-the general court power not only 
to refer, matters to the people, but also to 
prescribe the terms upon which they shall 
be referred. All previously offered amend- 
ments were' rejected and Mr. Abbott's 
substitute adopted. Tho resolve was then 
agreed to—158 to t!. 


The senate refused to reject the bill to 


authorize a loan for the construction of 
public parks in Boston, and substituted 
a bill for it loan of $1,000,000. 


The adverse reports on-the Hack, White 


and Boynton petitions for elevated rail- 
way charters were severally tabled. 


The gypsy moth appropriation 
bill of 


$100,000 was passed to be engrossed in 
concurrence. 


The senate rejected tbe bill to regulate 


the transportation of intoxicating liquors 
by common carriers, and providing that 
the names of consignor and consignee 
shall be legibly marked on the parcel.

"This concerns you because it endan- 


gers your health. That work that was 
being done in the tenement house was a 
terrible menace to you, for no mattoi 
from what large shops you buy youi 
clothing it is possible that they are 
made in just such places as that. 


"It concerns you because it touches 


the most sensitive part of the American 
people today—it touches their pocket- 
book. The support of the gnardiaiis ol 
the peace, the courts, the prisons, alms- 
houses and-asylums, aiid the material 
for them, all come from these sourees, 
and they are paid for out of taxes upon 
the people. 


"Also this tenement house evil is a 


rantot all mental and physical improvo- 
mezir, degraded to a beast, the worst en- 
emy of labor. "Of these people," said 
5h«-5 O'Reilly, "there aro in this city, 
south ol iii.rket and east of Broad street, 
ut lotut 5,000, or UO per ceut of the vic- 
tims of sweating in this state. 


"Here is a list of priees paid to these 


people: Fur "burs' paiits, 35 to 00 cents 
nek/Hi: con's, 20 to 45 cents apiece; 
vorkii'jpH'u's pants 50 cents to $1 a 
doi.cn; vests, 15 to JO cents apiece; 
s.Kk ooats, 30 to CO cents apiece; frock 
coats, 50 cents to f 1. "With a steady 
supply of work and by applying them- 
selves for a killing number of hours the 
lov.'er gi iitlo workman will average about 
£(> a week." 


Jliss O'Ecilly said that some law was

A number of Philadelphia society 


women recently met at the residence of 
one o£ their number to listen to an ad-! 
dress on "Sweating In Philadelphia," 
by Miss Mary A. O'Eeilly, one of Penn- 
sylvania's factory inspectors. 


Miss O'Eeilly began by defining 


"sweating." "First," she said, "the 
careless landlord is a 'sweater' because 
he intrusts his property to an agent 
who cares nothing for the uses which 
may be made of it, charges exorbitant 
rents and pays no attention to sanita- 
tion. These pestholes are permitted to 
exist in our midst year m and j ear out. 
No matter what disease invades the 
house, fumigation has never been heard 
of in the tenements in which PO much 
sweating is done. Many of these land- 
lords who receive exorbitant icnrs are 
nonresidents, bqtianderiisg their money 
in the luxuries of the old world. 


"The next sweaters are 90 per cent of 


the retail dry goods merchants of the 
city, who tell yo-a in theii advertise- 
ments to be mindful only of one thing 


aro destroying the coke ovens and other 
property. They march from place to 
place anned with any convenient weap- 
ons, and driving the workmen away 
commit their depredat ions The destruc- 
tion of life is a part of their savage 
work 


It is most emphatically a case of ret- j 


ribution, so far as the owners of tho 
coke ovens are concerned. A fcvv years 
apo the coke, manufacturers imported 
from Hungary and other countries in 
Europe a large force of laborers to take 
the place of their former employees. 
The entire press of tho state revolted 
against tins intrusion, and its columns 
were filled wirh accounts of tho degrad- 
ed manner in which these imported la- 
borers lived. The result was that decent 
labor was banished from the business of 
co-ice burning.

THE ONLY SALVATION. 


The Sure and Simple Way For th« WoikMf 


to Secure Their Demands. 


President McBride of the United 


Mine Workers, in his address to the del- 
egates of that body who assembled re- 
cently in Columbus, O., took occasion 
to "recommend a general movement for 
higher wages and advised independent 
political action." In that he is logical, 
reasonable and practical There is no 
other course open to the wageworker 
for a betterment of his condition than 
through independent political action. 
That i» the only method open to check 
tho tendency to a lower wage level, to- 
ward wlneh there is an almost irresisti- 
ble inclination now in this country. We 
u ill soon bo confronted by conditions 
as equally insufferable as those which 
prevail in many parts of Europe today. 
The English workingmen have been 
able to make some progress toward a 
betterment of their condition during 
tho past few years under more unfa- 
vorable conditions than prevail in this 
country. They have now some Biz or 
eight represeiHutivcs in parliament, to 
whom they pay » salary out of money 
collected from the workmen in the dis- 
tricts they represent. 


In this country, where each congress- 


man is paid his salary by the govern- 
mont, the workingmen have not a sin- 
gle representative to voice their eenti- 
inents or advocate their rights. They 
expect their interests to be looked after 
by men who serve other masters, and 
to whom they owe their elections. The 
average congressman has not yet devel- 
oped the faculty of successfully serving 
two masters, and we do not believe he 
ever will. Therefore if the wagewdrkera 
ever hope to accomplish anything they 
must select men from their own ranks 
to look after their affairs in congress. 
If the average workingman was intelli- 
gent enough to vote properly, he would 
havo no difficulty in relieving the con- 
gested labor market in. a short time. 
Tho eight hour day could be made a per- 
manent success in a short time. Every 
employee of the municipal, state and na- 
tional government could be working 
eight hours in two years. 


The attack should be first made in the 


cities. The first and most important step 
in that direction would be the dethrone- 
ment of all political bosses who now 
hold power in the different large mu- 
nicipalities. That done the movement 
would receive such an impetus nothing 
would impede its progress to the accom- 
plishment of its object. Independent po- 
litical action has done much good in 
London \tndor the intelligent and able 
leadership of John Burns, who has al- 
most single handed forced the adoption 
of a law making eight hours a day's 
work and doing away with all contract 
work, thereby saving the city large sums 
of money. An equally earnest and hon- 
est effort, backed by the united force of 
labor, can do the same in this country 
just as soon as we can learn to have a 
sufficient amount of confidence in one 
another. The longer the inauguration 
of the struggle is postponed the more 
difficult will bo its accomplishment. 


All the advanced leaders in the cause 


of wage earners realize the necessity of 
independent political action and are 
urging the rank and file to take hold 
and popularize the movement. The av- 
erage workiiigmen still hugs his fetich 
to his bosom and refuses to yield his 
hold, though ho knows it haa lost all its 
potency for good, if it ever possessed 
any. The old party names are associat- 
ed with early manhood and friends dear- 
ly loved, and it requires almost as much 
of an effort on tho part of the average 
man to divest himself of its power and 
teachings as it does for him to change 
Ms religious views. His present welfare 
and the future comforts of himself and 
all his friends demand the acceptance 
of the new covenant, and the loud and 
increasing murmurs of restlessness and 
cliseonteut are only premonitory signs 
of tho sundering of the ties which have 
bound the workingmen to the past. 


The experiences of the past year have i 


done more to awaken the thoughts of ' 
the aveiago thoughtful man than was 
dreamed of in his philosophy. The sweet 
and soothing sounds of the beautiful si- 
ren—tho daily paper—are fast losing 
their power, and while he has in many 
cases silently suffered he has also had 
time to do some real hard thinking, the 
result of stubborn facts which have un- 
iuvitingly knocked up against his head. 
Many of them, let us hope, have made 
permanent and lasting impressions, 
which will lead him out of the land of 
bondage and teach him in future to 
spurn all old party allegiances.—Pitts- 
burg Commoner and Glass-worker.

WASHINGTON, M«j 5.—Notwithstanding 
he truce agreed upon between the Demo- 
ratic and Republican senators, whereby 
t vrts arranged that hostilities on the 
arid should cease until next Tuesday, 
here has not been a day when there has 
been bolder talk and stronger protssta- 
lons on the respective sides of tha cham- 
)er than yesterday. 


While the Republican senators have 


illowed the Ptmocrats to infer thit when 
;he amendmends are publicly announced 
and the assurance of a vote sufficient to 
pass the bill is given they will yield to the 
najority, they assert privately that they 
tnow that the necessary votes cannot be 
obtained and declare that the Democrats 
n tha senate are gradually approaching 
more serious trouble than they have yet 
encountered, and in mnking this state- 
ment they assert that Senators Murphy 
and Smith are as doubtiul as is Senator 
tlill in the support of the bill as it is to be 
amended. 
It is asserted that Senator 


Smith only cast his vote lor the Gorman 
resolution iu the Democratic caucus upou 
the assurance that the resolution was not 
jiudmg. 


.Looking Toward ropuliiti. 


The Democrats express the greatest 


confidence in the success of the bill. 
Senator Faulkner says that th« bill will 
become a law before June 15, and that 
congress will adjourn by July 4. Other 
Democratic senators declare the tariff 
bill will pass the senate before June 1. 
More than one asserted that both Sena- 
tors Murphy and Smith had given as- 
surance of support. 


It is noticeable, however, that some of 


the. Democratic senators are canvassing 
the probabilities of securing the Populist 
vote in the senate, and they say that Sen- 
ators Allen and Kyle will vote for the 
bill, so that they can losi; Hill, Murphy 
and Smith, if necessary, anil still have the ' 
requisite 43 votes. 


The progiain of the Democratic man- 


agers is to introduce xanfl nmendmenta 
on Monday, have them tnken up in the 
full committee on finance on Tuesday and 
reported to the senate, so as to continue 
the debate after that date. In the mean- 
time they will proceed with their work of 
clearing up the executive calendar. While 
in the committee rooms, they will arrange 
for the renewal of the battle, which they 
will try to carry by a cavalry charge, if 
the Republicans do not make definite 
terms with them. 


How Mills Stand*. 


Senator Mills, who was not at the cau- 


cus, was asked if his absence had any 
significance, and said it had none. He 
said: "If I had been there, I would prob- 
ably have talked against concessions and 
then taken my medicine like the rest of 
them, and agreed t» vote for the bill. I 
realize that we are in the hands of a half- 
dozen senators who can defeat the bill if 
they do not get what they want. Since 
the bill was first made concessions have 
been going on, and instead of cutting 
down, us I desired should be done, they 
have beeu going up, and we cannot tell 
where they will end," 


He was asked why they did not arrange 


the differences in some way and get down 
to work. 


"That is what they are trying to do. 


They hope that this matter can be ar- 
ranged after a while and the discussion 
of the bill proceed. The country is im- 
patient of delay. They were when the 
silver repeal bill was pending. A great 
many did not believe the repeal would do 
any good, but they wanted the matter 
settled. I know something about public 
opinion, and I know that the people re- 
;ard this delay as unnecessary, and are 
becoming very much disgusted." 


Speaking of tho work of the finance 


committee Senator Mills said he had no 
•wish to serve, and served temporarily be- 
cause other members were sick. He de- 
clared he would not serve permanently 


pon the committee because he was not 
[n accord with the views of the com- 
mittee. 


Senator Mills has beeu regarded as the 


person who hhould succeed tho late Sena- 
tor Vance as a member of the finance 
committee, but his words indicate that he 
will notvTho Docking of Salaries.

Up to Thursday night 218 members had 


filed their certificates, 
showing the

In the certificate? thus far received, six 


days is the greatest number of absent 
days admitted by any member. 
The 


"dockage" for this at $13.69.8 a day is 
$82.19. The great majority of the mem- 
ters certify that they have not been ab- 
sent at all, and the most of those who 
certify absen"e limit the period to one or 
two days. At this rate the total deduc- 
tions will be small.

Agent JLyoa said he would consider the 


matter and sooa put them on a four day 
schedule with the number of hours re- 
duced to thirty. This aggravated the oper- 
atives very much because they thought it 
was done without necessity, and with utter 
disregard for their feelings. 


The change was received with much dis. 


approval by the operatives and they soon 
came to the conclusion that the company 
could pay them higher wages or else give 
them more than thirty hours work per 


week. 


They were led to believe this from the- 


fact the store house has not been glutted 
of iate. The help have 
noticed 
that 


it was not nearly so well filled this year as 
it was last, and they naturally supposed 
that when the carpets woven were not 
stored they were sold. 


The operatives had intelligence enough 


to understand that owing to the unsettled 
condition of the tariff the company may 
have found it good policy to steer closer to 
the wind, as it were, and hold themselves 
in readiness to fix their sails to the vary- 
ing breezes, but they became tired of work- 
ing for 
such low pay, with but three 


full days' work in each week. 


Agent Lyon refused to give the weavers 


higher pay or to increase iu the length of 
time they could work; and in accordance 
with a notice given, every operative in the 
ingrain 
department 
quit 
work. The 


strikers make no very unreasonable de- 
mand. They want either ten per cent in- 
crease in wages or at least five days' work 
per week. .It seems that the company can 
grant the latter alternative if so disposed. 


The operatives are in no hurry back be- 


cause few of them earned more than 82 or 


a week whereas when work was good 


an average hand could make $1 or §1.25 
per day. 


The policy of cuttina down wages react3 


upon the companies by limiting consuuip 
tiou. When the operatives barely euro 
enough to pay their board they cannot 
spend ranch in purchasing the products of 
the mills and hence to some extent the 
wage reducing policy of the mills is a 
suicidal one. This is especially true of the 
woolen factories, the products of which arc 
sold in the local markets. 


There is a good dea! of sympathy for 


the strikers although everybody knows 
there are two sides to the case. The carpet 
operatives have a good deal of confidence 
in Agent Lyon. 
They say that be has al- 


ways kept his word with them in other 
troubles; but he has not promised much of 
late. Unless the company is badly ham- 
pered by lack of orders it seems lliat the 
whole trouble can be easily settled by run- 
ning the 
mills five days 'a week with N 


promise of better wages as soon as business 
will warrant an incrpasv. 
Meantime the 


proprietors of S tot t's mill and the Lowell 
Manufacturing company had us well real- 
ize that public sympathy is very strongly 
on the side of the strikers, ami that some 
other employes may strike out. of sympathy 
with those who have quit work if the dif- 
ferences are not promptly settled.

The Japanese uchiwa, or flat fan, at 


homo and in historyis a much more inter- 
esting object than-the modern-specimen of 
its kind in an English room. The Specta- 
tor says that ono.of its luostcurious^varie- 
tk-s is the iron war fan, invented in the 
eleventh century for the use of military 
commanders, cither for direction and sig- 
naling or as a shield for defense. These 
flat fans^wero-madeof leather and iron, one 
sido being varnished with red-lacquer, with 
the emblem of Buddha and some other na- 
ivo device. 


The watcr^fans are mado of bamboo and 


hinly lacquered, so that tcey may be dip- 
5cd in water to secure extra coolness while 
anmng. Another kind of uchtwa is the 
revolving flab fan, wnioh whirls round its 
tick andean bo rolled up Another strong 
lat paper fan is used its bellows to blow 
ho charcoal fire in tho kitchen. 


Among tho folding fans, or ogi, the hi 


wood fiiJis are tho mobt beautiful. 
They 


ore painted with flowera and tied with 
white silk. Anciently they wcre hung 
with artificial flowers made of silk. These 
vcro the court fans, and different flowers 
voro appropriated by different great fam- 
Ites-, so that a fan answered the purpose of 
.rmorial bearings. 
Tolding fans also 


served the purpose of (>jisigus*in war, and 
,n enormous fan, miti ogi (giant fan), 
was carried in processions in honor-of the 
;un goddess. 


Children and dolh bavo fans of their 


owe, as exquisite as th< y arc tiny. Dano- 
ers and jugglorstcarry peculiar fttas. There 
s a tea fan, rilun, used at'the ancient tea 
ccramony, a solemn feast among the Jap- 
anese This is not for the undignified pur- 
DOSO of fanning, but for handing little 
cakes. The ogi fan is v.ulgarued nowa- 
days by being covered with European ad- 
vertisements, and till newspapers found 
their way into Japan it was the only ga- 
zette. It was also-.Uicd as a medium for 
caricatures, chiefly of western manners.

Hurry and worry are physical sins. When 
you feel most harried or worried, then is 
the time to relax 


What is relaxation? Simply domg noth- 


ing. 
Give up. Let go. Surrender the 


nerve forces. Here is the first stop toward 
learning how to relax: With your arms 
banging at the sides, forcibly agitato the 
hands until they feel heavy, like dead 
wetgttts. Shake them forward and back- 
ward, laterally and in circles, from and to- 
ward each other. Shake all the stiffness 
out of these direct agents of the mind, that 
by their restlessness and tension report 
mental strain. By continued practice of" 
this simple exercise ^ou will soon become 
able to witdraw nerve force from them at 
your will. 


Music Affecti the Circulation. 


The results sf numerous experiments 


made with scientific care by a Russian 
physician to determine what, if any, are 
the physiological'effects produced by music 
are thus-summarized: An influence on the 
circulation of blood is noticed, the pressure 
sometimes zisis g and sometimes falling, 
though the action of musical tones and 
pipes both on animals and men expresses 
itself, for the most part, by increased fre- 
quency of the beats of the heart; the varia- 
tions in the circulation consequent upon 
musical sounds coincide with changes in 
the breathing, though they may also be ob- 
served q-uite independently of it; the varia- 
tions in the blood pressure are dependent 
on the pitch and fondness of tho sound and 
on tone color. In tiiese variations of the 
blood pressure, also the peculiarities of tho 
individuals, whether men or lower ani- 
mals, are plainly apparent, and even na- 
tionality, in the case of man, is claimed to 
exhibit some effect.

With a densely black 
evening sky the light may be so thrown 
through properly adjusted lenses that a 
magic lantern effect on. an extensive scale 
may be produced. Letters 100 feet long 
are out in stencil fashion from sheets of 
tin or iron and projected upon dark clouds 
or upon the blackness of night. As already 
arranged these lights may be seen for more 
than 100 miles. It is thought that in time 
lights of such power may be operated that 
ships at sea may be guided for great dis- 
tances. It will unquestionably be one of 
the possibilities of the not very far distant 
future to communicate information to a 
wide area by means of loiters projected 
upon the clouds.—Kew York Ledger.

The English and American Haul. 


The American railways differ from those 


of England in three essential particulars, 
and those differences are so fundamental 
that English railroad managers and engi- 
neers have always contended that the 
methods and arrangements peculiar to the 
United States cannot be applied to the gen- 
erally greatly different circumstances of a 
country like England. 
The most radical 


difference is that which occurs in the av- 
erage length of hapl—a difference which 
is a function of the geographical condi- 
tion of the two countries. 


In consequence of the average length of 


haul in the United States being about 110 
miles and that in the United Kingdom 
being only about 85 miles, the cost of 
handling the traffic relatively to the aver- 
age receipts per ton handled is much great 
er in own our country. So great ia this 
difference that some notable railway au- 
thorities havoorgued that the cost of trans- 
port is not only not a function of the dis- 
tance, but that distance has very little to 
do with it, «md to some such explanation 
it is due that the average freight charge 
on American raUway lines is leas than 
one-halt" the average on English railways. 
—Fortnightly Review.

A Pineapple Plantation. 


The first operation in starting o pineap- 


ple plantation is to out off tho hammock 
growth and dear tho area, though tho 
stumps of the larger trees are left stand- 
ing. 
The "slips," which are Bimply 


growths from the old plants, are usually 
put in with a pointed stiofe at tho rate of 
12,000 to tho acre. Tha first crop matures 
in about ISononths, and when three crops 
are secimed, in as many years, tho fields 
are abandoned for-thls<julture, ths surface 
again cleared and planted in tomatoes. 
Sweet potatoes also grow to perfection, 
and, as I was assured by a gentleman of 
experience, are frequently quarried from 
these fields of coral rock with a crowbar. I 
was much Interested in the pineapple in- 
dustry, as tho leaves of the pineapple con- 
tain a beautiful soft -white fiber, which I 
have no doubt might bo utilized.—Scrib- 
ner's.

The Enffltab and American Haul. 


The American railways differ from thoso 


of England in throe essential particulars, 
aud thoso differences aro EO fundamental 
that English railroad, managers, and engi- 
neers .have always contended. tliat tho 
methods, and arrangements peculiar to the. 
United States cannot bo applied to tlio gen- 
erally greatly dlTferont circumstances of a 
country llko England. Tho most radical 
difference hi thnt which occurs In the av- 
orago length of haul—n difference which 
Is a function of the geographical condi- 
tion of the two countries. 


In consequence of the average length of 


haul in tho United States being about 110 
miles andthJ#.ln,the United Kingdom 
being pnly about 35 miles, the cost of 
handling the t-rafllo relatively, to the aver- 
age receipts per ton handled is much great- 
er In own our country. 
So great is this 


difference that somo notable railway au- 
thorities havowguod that the cost of trans 
port Is not only not a function of tho ells
